Student Body President/Re- 
gent Clint Bellows will formally 
announce the formation of a 
nine member committee to 
study Student fees on the three 
university campuses at the 
Board of Regents meeting Dec. 
13. 

Bellows was asked'by regent 
chairman Kermit Wagner to 


organize acommittee following — 


the Nov. 7 regent meeting, 
during which the regents voted 
unanimously to raise student 
fees (UPFF) on the UNO cam- 
pus. At that meeting, Bellows 
presented a comparison of 
student fee allocations on the 
UNL and UNO campuses. 

Interviewed by the Gateway 
Sunday, Bellows said he “was 
surprised Wagner told me to do 
it (organize the committee). Say 
(UNL student regent Jim) was 
so surprised, he wouldn't be- 
lieve me — so he called Wagner 
to confirm it.” 

According to Bellows’ plan, 
three individuals from each 
university campus (UNL, UNO, 
and the Med Center) will serve 
on the committee. He said one 
administrator, one student, and 
one individual from the busi- 
ness or finance office will re- 
present each campus. 

Bellows will appoint the 
members to the committee, but 
said he will rely on suggestions 
from the student regents when 
appointing members from their 
respective campus. 

Bellows explained he will act 
“as an ex-officio chairman or 
something like that,” but will not 
serve on the committee. He said

Literature which is sold and 
literature which is given away 
fall under separate policies at 
UNO. 

Two-weeks ago a group 
called the Young Socialist’s 
Ajliance — a group its members 
call “an organization and not a 
political party” — encountered 
these rules. 

Peggi Perrone, Larry Luke- 

cart, and Rick Carlson of the 
Young Socialist’s Alliance were 
selling a publication called The 
Militant in’ MBSC’'s octagon 
when approached by Officer 
Ray of UNO’s campus security. 

The conversation went some- 
thing like this: 

“You can give it away but you 
can't sell it,” said the officer to 
the socialists.” 

“Who told you to do this?” 
one of the socialists asked. 

“My superior,” was the an- 
swer, the officer refusing to 
specify who that superior was. 

“How did this come about? 
Through a complaint?” asked a 
socialist. 

“It wasn't a complaint,” re- 
sponded the officer, “a student

Thefts On increase 


According to a report recent- 
ly released by Campus Security 
officials. thefts at UNO _ in- 
creased during the period of 
July, 1974, to July, 1975, by 69 
per cent over the previous year. 
Reported thefts totaled 182 with 
a known value of $21,895. 


Ail major buildings were hit- 


with increased theft rates and 
dollar values of items taken, 
except the Administration 
Building and smafler buildings 
which are not included in the 
major building category. 

The largest single theft result- 


ed in the loss of $1,310 worth of - 


typewriters from the University 
Relations office in the Admin- 
istration Building. This com- 
pares with the loss of a $12,000 
computer terminal stolen from 
Annex 14 in 1973-74. 

Most thefts occurred in Feb- 


“ruary and April. The Adminis- 


tration Building sustained the 
largest total known loss with 
$4,421 worth of items stolen. 
The Fieldhouse was the site 
of most thefts, with 76 being 


reported. The rate of occur- 
rence rose to more than 600 per 
cent, though the majority of the 
thefts were items valued at $50 
or less. More than half of the 
thefts occurred in the men's 
dressing rooms, and a majority 
of all the thefts were committed 
by breaking and entering. 
Reported thefts in the Stu- 


dent Center totaled 22. Increa-- 


sing nearly 20 per cent over. the 
previous year, 45 per cent of the 
thefts occurred in the lounge 
area. The largest theft totaled 
$874 worth of items taken from 
the Bookstore jewelry counter. 
Perosnal property valued at 
$580 was also taken in another 
occurrence. 

Twenty thefts occurred in the 
Administration Building, while 
13 were reported in the library, 
its associated offices and the 
conference center. None of the 
library thefts involved breaking 
and entering, a decrease of 55 
per cent from 1973-74.

suggested that | go in and 
check.” 

According to Rick David, 
Director of Student Activities, 
the Young Socialists had been 
given ‘permission to sell their 
literature by the Executive 
Committee of the Student Se- 
nate. But he said permission to 
give materia! away — which 
appears under a different set of 
regulations — had not been 
granted and therefore may have 
been the case of the confronta- 
tion. 

UNO’'s policy for the distribu- 
tion of printed matter is some- 
what vague, and. includes 
different sets of regulations 
depending on whether the 
material is sold or given away. 

Free Handouts 

“Policy Reguarding Distribu- 
tion of Literature” obtained 
from Don Pflasterer, assistant 
to the vice-chancellor for aca- 
demic affairs, says, “the student 
center director shall. provide a 
space in a reasonably trafficed 
area in Milo Bail Student Center 
for distribution of literature or 
other materials ... so long as 
such distribution of titerature 


shall not interfere with normal 
traffic of functions of the Uni- 
versity.” 

Students must register with 
the Director of Student Activi- 
ties and with him they must file a 
copy of every publication so 
distributed. 

Printed Matter For Sale 

“Any material offered for sale 
or solicitation of donations 
must comply with UNO policy 
and regulations governing sale 
or solicitations,” adds the re- 
port. 

Don Pflasterer says he can't 
find a written policy for the sale 
of material. Vice Chancellor for 
Educational and Student Ser- 
vices Dr. Ronald Beer said the 
policy is understood to mean, 
“when it (any material) is solicit- 
ed by a student organization it 
can't be for personal gain.” 

According to Beer, questions 
concerning the Young Social- 
ists right to distribute were 
dropped: nevertheless Pflaster- 
er said the incident points out 
the need for a written policy. 

Pflasterer, Beer, and David 
said they would be working on 
drawing up such a policy.

‘Although the City Council voted 5-2 last Tuesday against the 
idea of UNO using the Elmwood ravine for parking. Campus 
Planner Rex Engebretson says the university will! still pursue the 
plan. 

“The vote shuts off the possibility of getting the ravine in a 
cooperative manner with the city,” Engebretson told the Gateway 
in an interview Saturday. “But the vote was merely an expression of 
attitude on the part of the council, and it does not affect action the 
Board of Regents has already taken.” 

University attorney Warren Johnson was directed by the 
regents at a meeting November 7 to draw up a legal plan for 
acquisition of the area. Johnson recommended that the university 
ask the state legislature to condemn the ravine and provide funds to 
the university for its purchase. 

“There’s no alternative now other than the condemnation 
route,” Engebretson said. “The university has the power of 
emminent domain over the ravine.” 

Engebretson had proposed earlier (Gateway, November 7) 
that the Unicameral give the city of Omaha adequate funding to 
develop the ravine; with the city retaining ownership and control. 
However, the council vote Tuesday has eliminated that plan in 
Engebretson's view. 

Omaha State Senator Glenn Goodrich, a supporter of the 
ravine parking plan, said Sunday he would “rather see the ravine 
developed on a cooperative basis with the city. If the university can 
come up_with a legislative bill that includes city” control of the 
ravine, | will sponsor it.”

Goodrich also said, however, that he would “support condem- 
nation of the land as a last alternative. 

“We don’t want the whole park; it’s the furthest thing from our 
mind. We're using the park now and it shouldn't be bottled up that. 
way. If we had the ravine, we could restrict parking to the ravine and 
open the park up,” Goodrich explained. 

Goodrich said the vote “was about what | expected.” 

in a separate interview UNO Student Body President Clint 
Bellows agreed with Goodrich, saying, “! knew it (the vote) was 
coming. | knew the vote would be 5-2 or 4-3 against the ravine. 

“Anyone who says there’s not a parking problem at UNO is 
ignoring the problem,” Belows charged. “There's going to be 5,000 
more students at UNO by 1980, and we're going to have a messy 
situation in Elmwood Park. It’s too bad 1976 is around the corner.” 

Bellows said development of the ravine for parking would 
“raise the ecological value of that lousy sewer" (the ravine). 
Bellows added that student government “is in favor" of the ravine 
parking plan and “will lobby in the state legislature for the plan.” 

Councilwoman Betty Abbott, out of town over the holiday 
weekend, sponsored the resolution against use of the ravine for 
UNO parking. “Il have nothing against UNO,” Abbott said at the 
meeting, “but | draw the line at Elmwood Park.” 

Councilman Jerry Hassett proposed a resolution delaying a 
formal council vote “until the councii has had time to talk with 
university officials.” Asking Abbott if she would withdraw or 
postpone her resolution, she replied, “Not on your life.” 

John Bozell, a spokesman for Friends of the Park, a 
neighborhood group opposing university acquisition of the ravine, 
told the council, “We're not here to solve a parking problem, but to

was the location of 10 thefts. of 
which seven occurred in class- 
rooms. The thefts represent an 
increase of 333 per cent over the 
previous year. The largest 
single loss was $1,000 of elec- 
tronic equipment. 

The thefts reported in Allwine 
Hall totaled nine. One involved 
the theft of $1,050 worth of 
university microscopes, while 
another included the theft of 
$620 of personal property. An 
increase in thefts of 222.5 per 
cent was noted over last year. 

The College of Business 
Administration and Kayser Hall 
were each the site of eight 
thefts. though CBA first opened 
during the 1975 spring semes- 
ter. The majority of the thefts in 
Kayser Hall occurred in the 
offices or office complexes. 

Five thefts were reported in 
the Performing Arts Building. 
The two largest thefts included 
$690 of UNO property and 
$1,400 of personal items. 

A total of 11 thefts were 
reported in the other buildings 
across campus, totaling a 
known value of $733.

save a park. The ravine is not a no-use area: it's a low-use area. 
There's trails and wildlife down there.” 

Omaha Parks and Recreation Director George Shafer said he 
was “quite concerned about the legislature setting a precedent that 
would allow governmental bodies to take park land. !f they do it 
here, they can do it in Scottsbluff, Hastings, and any other part of 
the state.” 

Referring to astate Environmental Department report showing 
evidence of raw sewage in the Elmiwood ravine creek, Shafer said 


he had taken a sample of water and found “that the water running in: 


that creek is clearer than that in Carter Lake.” 

Engebretson, also at the meeting. said the difference in the two 
reports was due “to the fact that the raw sewage is not constantin 
the creek. It's concentrated in there (the creek) one or two times a 
day. or three or four times a week.” 

Engebretson said that under the university's parking plan, 
calling for “eight acres of concrete” in the 21-acre ravine, ‘no more 
than 300-350 cars could be seen from any vantage point.” 
According to Engebretson, the plan would provide 1.100 parking 
spaces at a cost of $1.7 million. 

Councilman John Hlavacek said he opposed the “university 
taking any more residential land, because it decreases (the city's) 
tax base.” He suggested the university “spend that money to move 
one of its schools downtown.”
